‘ Moonshiners led a party of revenue officers 
into an ambush near Flintville today. S. D. 
Mather, a Deputy Collector who lived at Belvi- 
was killed. C. S. Cardwell, General 
Deputy Collector, who lived in this city, was 
fatally wounded and died soon after. J. L. 
Spurrier, General Deputy Collector of Nash- 
ville, was wounded so that it is hardly possible 
he can recover. Even if he should he 
may never be able to walk again, as he was 
shot between the shoulder blades and 1s par- 
; zed. }

enue for the middle district of Tennessee, 
with headquarters in this city, received a tele- 

early in the day from E. S. Robinson, 
Deputy United States Marshal for the third 
division, telling the story of the tragedy. 
Later came a telegram saying that Mr. Card- 
woll died after being brought to Flintville. 
‘The telegram received by Col. Nunn gave no 
iculars of the tragedy and they were not 
learned until the arrival tonight of the train 
bearing Mr. Spurrier and the body of Mr. 
Cardwell. ° hy 

~ Reeeived an Anonymous Letter. 

Some days ago Mr. Spurrier, who has been 
connected with the internal revenue service in 
the middle Tennessee district for twelve 
years, and whose territory covers the entire 
district, received an anonymous letter con- 
cerning some “crooked’’ brandy, which, the 
letter stated, was concealed near Flintville. 
Spurrier, who showed the letter to other 
revenue officers, said that there were about 
twenty barrels of the brandy, and that it was 
located ten miles from Flintville, Lincoln 
County. The letter he received not only 
stated the point of concealment but also told 

bow the cer should go in order 
to find it. Mr. Spurrier went to Lin- 
coln County, and accompanied by Messrs. 
Mather and Cardwell and E. S. Robinson,

"with the revenue service, started early this 
morning in search of the brandy, and also an 
illicit distillery. | 

They rode along unconscious of danger, and 
hed reached and passed some bushes at a 
point four miles from Flintville, when the re- 
ports of several guns rang out and Mr. Math- 
er fell lifeless. Twelve buckshot had entered 
the back of his head. te 
Mr. Cardwell was shot in the back under 
‘theright arm. Mr. Spurrier received a bullet 
wound in the back. : 
Tho other members of the party escaped 
wihurt. They at once returned the fire and a 
ballet from Mr. Robinson’s gun killed a man 
named Patrick, the leader of the moon 
shiners. The names of the other men in the 
party who fied have not been ascertained. 
Helped Their Comrades. 

- Messrs. Robinson, Pulver, and Harris at 
once turned their attention to their fallen 
comrades. Mr. Mather was beyond all aid. 
Messrs. Cardwell and Spurrier were suffering 
greatly but were conscious. A courier was 
quickly sent to Flintville with the news and soon 
& party of officers and citizens left for the 
scene of the assassination. Cardwell and 
Spurrier and the body of Mr. Mather were 
femoved to Flintville, that place being 
reached about 2:30 o’clock. Mr. Cardwell 
died half an hour later. He was conscious to 
the last and gave jewelry and other articles to 
afriend to be taken to his family. He also 
gave tender messages to be conveyed to his 
loved ones at home, and with almost his last 
breath prayed that God would forgive his

EMMET DALTON IS DYING. 
—_ 


The Wounded Desperado Cannot Live 
Much Longer—Surrounded by Relatives. 
Co Kas., Oct. 7.—Trouble was 

narrowly averted this morning when Sheriff 
Callahan indicated a desire to take Emmet 
Dalton, the wounded desperado, to Independ- 
ence. Had he carried out the plan there would 
have been war, for although the citizens are 
willing that Dalton should receive all the care 
necessary they will not submit to his being 
moved. Itis, however, only a question of 
time with him. His hours are numbered. He 
cannot last much longer. 

His mother, brothers Benjamin and Simon, 
and sister, Mrs. Whipple, are here. Benjamin 
is the eldest son, and is in his 41st year. He 
said today: “I was sick in bed at our home 
on our farm, four miles north of Kingfisher, 
when we received thenews of this awful affair 
but managed tocome here with mother and the 
others. We had not seen the boys for two 
years and had no idea where they were or 
what they were doing. I never had much in 
common with the ones who are dead and 
dying, as lam a farmer and try to be a good 
citizen. I wish you would state that mother 
and I bave no ill feeling against the people of 
Coffeyville and no words of censure. They 
simply did their duty, and while we naturally 
deplore the loss of our boys we also sorrow 
for the citizens who gave up their lives in de- 
fense of the town. Emmet tells me he has 
deen treated better than he hoped for. We 
are sad but not angry.” 

Mr. Broadwell and E. B. Wilcox, respect- 

ively brother and brother-in-law of Dick 

Broadwell, called Texas Jack,” arrived 

from Hutchinson today. The former is a 

traveling salesman for the Boston Tea com- 

pany of Chicago, the latter a grocer at 

Hutchinson. Wilcox said: We were as great- 

ly shocked by this occurrence as any one else. 

We were entirely ignorant of Dick’s being 

with this gang. We had not heard from him 

since May. He was never wild, nor a drinker 
or gambler, and although a cowboy we always 
thought him to be straight and law-abiding. 

His mother and sister Jennie, George, and my 

wife compose the family. All live in Hutchin- 

son. 

Broadwell’s body was taken up today and 
placed in a coffin which his family purchased. 
Then it was replaced in the grave. 

The funeral of Marshal Connelly took place 
this morning. It was largely attended. The 
body was taken to Independence, the Missouri 
Pacific railway furnishing free of charge two 
coaches for the mourners. A meeting was 
held tonight at the Wigwam and trustees for 
a contribution fund for the relief of the wid- 
ows and children of the murdered citizens 
were appointed. The express and railroad 
companies will donate liberal sums. Cashier 
Ayers is still umproving. 

Excitement over the terrible tragedy of 


Wednesday still continues. Hundreds of vis- 
itors arrive on every train to visit the scene 


of the Daltons’ last raid. Relic hunters have 
taken everything they could lay their hands 
on, even hairs from the tails of the robbers’ 
horses. 

Wicuira, Kas., Oct. 7.— Special. —Allie 
Ogee is in Wichita and is not, therefore, the 
lone bandit who was being ‘pursued by citi- 
zens of Coffeyville. Ogee has been working in 
a packing-house here for nine months. He 
has not lost a day for several weeks. Ogee is 
married and is livmg at the home of Dr. 
Woods, who adopted him when he was 18 
months old. Ogee says he never was with the 
Daltons and is at a loss to know how his name 
became connected with the robbery. Dr. 
Woods says there was an enmity between 
Ogee and the Daltons when they were boys 
living at Coffeyville. 

LOVUISVILL, Ky., Oct. 7.—Frank James, ac- 
companied by his wife, has arrived in the city 
from Dallas, Tex. When asked if he knew 
any of the members of the Dalton gang who 
were killed Wednesday he said: No, I did not 
know any of them, but I have often heard of 
their raids in the Territory. I was satisfied 
that they would be wiped out sooner or later, 
as it is the general end of desperadoes. 

Saw Francisco, Cal, Oct. 7.— [Special. 
The Southern Pacific railway company and 
Wells, Fargo & Co. today telegraphed to 
Coffeyville, Kas., $6,000, to be paid to the men 
who killed the Dalton gang. The express 
company’s agent there is instructed to ascer- 
tain at once who has earned the price set on 
the bandits’ heads and to make immediate 
payment. It is stated here that the rewards 
offered for the gang, dead or alive, aggregated 
$9,000 each. Cole Dalton, a brother of the 
dead bandits, is a rancher in Fresno County, 
Cal. Lytton Dalton, another of the boys, 
keeps a saloon near the same place. 


WARM ADMIRERS IN CHICAGO. 


Money Raised to Present a Gold Medal to 
Liveryman Spears, 

Liveryman Spears, who demonstrated his 
ability as a dead shot at bank robbers at Cof- 
feyville, Kas., the other day, has some warm 
admirers among the banking fraternity in 
Chicago. A subscription list. was displayed 
on Cashier Hoag’s desk at the First National 
Bank yesterday which stated that the object 
was to raise money to present Mr. Spears with 
a gold medal as showing appreciation for the 
dispatch with which he terminated the careers 
of thethree desperadoes. The ink had hardly 
got dry on the heading of the subscription list 
before the signers had reached a respectable 
number and the paper in a short time resem- 
bled the subscription list of some particularly 
desirable new stock issued. Some $220 was 
subscribed in a few moments and then the list 
was closed, as it was thought the dum was 
sufficient for the purpose. The order has 
been placed for a handsome gold medal 
which will have engraved upon one side 10 
picture of Mr. Spears with his deadly rifle. 

The feeling regarding this matter is likely 
to take even a more substantial turn than 
this.

Says the Exposition Will Be the Greatest 
Ever Held — Has Boundless Faith in 
Chicago—What the Lecturer Wants to 
See Exhibited—A Hard Rub on Con- 
gress—Is' Bitterly Opposed to Sunday 
Closing and Thinks People Will Come 
to Their Senses—Opinions on Politics.

The 
Colonel is accompanied by Mrs. Ingersoll and 
their daughter Maud, who were assisting him, 
with their proverbial courtesy, in entertaining 
a horde of callers, Conversation drifted 
around to the World’s Fair and the Colonel 
was asked his opinion of the big exposition to 
be held at Jackson Park. He replied: i 
J have never had the slightest doubt, the 
slightest suspicion, in my mind that Chicago 
was not going to be fully equal to the occa- 
sion. I have always felt that the Fair here 


would be the greatest that was ever held. I | 


have kept track pretty well of what has been 
done, and I now am perfectly satisfied that I 
was right. The Fairs in France, in England, 
in Austria will be very small affairs compared 
with this,”’ 

„As an educator of the Europeans and 
others who will visit us, what is your opinion?“ 

It will do great good. A great many 
thousand people of the Old World will for the 
first time understand the New; will for the 
first time appreciate what the free people can 
do. For the first time they will know the 
value of free institutions, of individual inde- 
pendence, of a country where people express 
their thoughts, are not afraid of each other, 
not afraid to try—a people so accustomed to 
success that disaster is not taken into the cal- 
culation. Of course, we have great advan- 
tages. We have a new half of the world. We 
have soil better than is found in other coun- 
tries, and the. soil is new and generous and 


' anxious to be cultivated. So we have every- 


thing in hill and mountain that man can 
need—silver, and gold, and iron beyond com- 
putation—and, in addition to all that, our 
people are the most inventive. We sustain 
about the same relation to invention that 
Italy in her palmy days did to -art or that 
Spain did to superstition. 
Has No Use for Spain. 


„Aud right here it may be well enough to 
say that I think it was exceedingly unfortu- 
nate that this country was discovered under 
the auspices of Spain. Ferdinand and Isabella 
were a couple of wretches. The same year 
that Columbus discovered America these 
sovereigns expelled the Jews from Spain; and 
the expulsion was accompanied by every out- 
rage, by every atrocity to which man—that is 
to say, savage man—that is to say, the su- 
perstitious savage—is capable of inflicting. 

“The Spaniards came to America and 
destroyed two civilizations far better than 
theirown. They were natural robbers, buc- 
caneers, and thought nothing of murdering 
thousands for gold. Iam perfectly willing to 
celebrate the fact of discovery, but for the 
sovereigns of Spain Iam not willing to cele- 
brate, except, perhaps, their deaths. There is 
at least some joy to be extracted from that. 

To what do we owe the extraordinary de- 
velopment of America?“ 

“In spite of the untoward circumstances 
under which the continent was discovered and 
settled there 1s one thing that counteracted to 
a certain degree the influence of the Old 
World on the New. Possibly we owe our lib- 
erty-to the Indians. If there had been no 
hostile savages on this continent the Kings 
and Princes of the Old World would have 
taken possession and would have divided it 
out among their favorites. They tried to do 
that, but their favorites could not take pos- 
session. They had to fight for the soil and in 
the confliet of centuries they found that a good 
fighter was a good citizen and the ideas of 
caste were slowly lost. 

Earned the Soil and Fought for It. 


Then another thing was of benefit to us. 
The settlers felt that they had earned the soil, 
that they had fought for it, gained it by their 
sufferings, their courage, their seif-denial, and 
their labor; and the idea crept into their heads 
that the Kings in Europe, who had done noth- 
ing, had no right to dictate to them. 

Thus at first the spirit of caste was de- 
stroyed by respectability resting on usefulness, 
The spirit of subserviency to the Old Warld 
also died, and the people who had rescued the 
land made up their ininds not only to own it 
but to control it. They were also firmly con- 
vinced that the profits belonged to them. In 
this way manhood was recognized in the New 
World. Inthis way grew up the feeling of 
nationality here and tho hatred of other na- 
tions that wished to reap profit from the 
courage.and labor of those who had laid the 
foundation for nations in the New World. In 
this way the foundations were laid for inde- 
pendence and for nationality.“ 

„What do you wish to see celebrated in the 
World's Fair?“ 

What I wish to see celebrated in this great 
Exposition are the triumphs that have been 
achieved in this New World. These I wish to 
see above all. At the same time I want the 
best that labor and thought have produced in 
all countries. It seems to me that in the pres- 
ence of the wonderful machines, of those mar. 
velous mechanical contrivances by which we 
take advantage of the forces of nature, by 
which we make servants of the elemental 
powers—in the presence, I say, of these it seems 
to me respect for labor must be born. We 
will begin to appreciate the men of use in- 
stead of those who have pused as decorations. 
All the beautiful things, all the useful things, 
come from labor, and itis labor that has made 
the world a tit habitation for the human race. 

The Main Interest That of Labor. 

“Take from the fair what labor has pro- 
duced—the~ work of the great artist—and 
nothing will be left. What have the great 
conquerors to show in this great exhibition? 
What will we get from the Casars and the 
Napoleons? What will we get from Popes 
and Cardinals? What will we get from the 


nobility? From princes and lords and dukes? 


What excuse have they for having existence 
and for having lived on the bread earned by 
honest men? They stand in the show-windows 


of history, lay figures, on which fine goods 


are shown, but inside the raiment there is 
nothing and never was. This Exposition will 
be the apotheosis ot labor. No man can at- 
tend it without losing, if he has any sense at 
all, the spirit of caste; or, if he still maintains 
it, he will put the useful in the highest class 
and the useless, whether carrying sceptres or 
dishes for arms, ia the lowest. 

What do you think of the proposition to 
close the Fair on Sunday?“

There is not much enthusiasm at present 
and there may not be. At the same time a 
man cannot get so enthusiastic that he can 
legally cast more than one vote. We are 
often misled by enthusiasm and think a man 
is to be elected because all who are for him 
make a great deal of noise. .In this cam- 
paign Ido not think enthusiasm is likely to 
misiead anybody; consequently, we will have 
a campaign based on cool judgment. 

What do you think of the letters of ac- 
ceptance of the two candidates? 

Mr. Harrison’s letter of acceptance is like 
the brief of alawyer. He at least takes up all 
the points and makes his position perfectly 
clear. He hot only does that, but he defends 
the position of the party and gives his reasons. 
He also—and this’ ought to be said with great 
emphasis—accepts the platform on which he 
was numinated, Mr. Cleveland, being far 
better than his party and far wiser than the 
convention that nominated him, in the lan- 
guage of the law ‘admits and avoids.’ 
His letter was written for two purposes. First, 
to convince the Democrats that he accepted 
the platform. Second, to convince the mug- 
wumps that be had one of his own that would 
be used after election, and that the one adopted 
at Chicago might do until Nov. 8, late in the 
afternoon, but that afterwards his own plat- 
form would be substituted—you know he al- 
ways was strong on the substitute theory. 

The candidates are not particularly mag- 
netic, They do not inspire enthusiasm or devo- 
tion. They are highly esteemed by a great 
many people who take no interest in practical 
politics ; men who exhaust themselves in telling 
what other people ought todo; men who in- 
sist that only those should be rewarded with 
offices who are opposed to the system of re- 
wards, and fit themselves for office, by show- 
ing that everybody else has rendered himself 
unfit by meddling with politics. So there are a 
great many people who are for Cleveland and 
against the Democratic party. 

Dashes Water on Enthusiasm. 

“ This mental position sprinkles cool indif- 
ference on the heat and tlame of enthusiasm. 
So some people like the Republican party and 
are not warm for Mr. Harrison. They hate 
to see one fail and they don’t want to see the 
other succeed. So the people who want office 
fear that all places are full and that Har- 
rison will keep them all in another four years. 
This depresses the ambitious. So among the 
Democrats, they fear that Cleveland will play 
the old role and believe that he is greater than 
his party. To tell the truth, we are in the 
epoch of small things. When the sea is 
smooth, poor sailors will do.“ ö

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PAPER TAKES A SOAR. 


AND THE OAUSE IS NOT THE WIND 
BUT THE OHOLERA. 


The Price of Most Grades Has Advanced 
- at Least 10 Per Cent Owing to the Im- 
portation of Rags Being Stopped by the 
Plague Scare, and Manufacturers Say 
Rates Will.Go Still "Higher—Bad Out- 
look for the Managers of the Campaign 
~—What Dealers Think of the Situation, 


When the State Auditors and political com- 
mittees throughout the country come to audit 
the accounts for the ballots which will be 
handed to voters in a few weeks they will find 
in them the sharp additional price which the 
printer has had to pay for paper. It will be 
10 per cent at least over the prices which pre- 
vailed two months ago. 

This, dealers say, is one of the probable ef. 
fects of the present bull movement in 
the paper market. It is the strong- 
est upward move since 1885, and 
dealers are 80. confident that 
the end is still far off that the large houses 
have withdrawn their printed quotations and 
sent word to their customers that prices will 
be furnished on application. Writing paper 
has risen two cents a pound, and the best 
grades of book paper have gone up 20 per 
cent. The ordinary book paper on which 
Australian ballots are printed bas advanced 
10 per cent. The 1,200 mills throughout the 
country are said to be working at their ut- 
most capacity. Some of them, it is said, are 
discouraging fresh orders. . 

All over the country the conditions are the 
same. There is no corner in the market, but 
there is or was a cholera scare which has cut 
off the main supplies of rags from which 
paper is made. 

Dependent on Europe for Rags.

of paper is made from rags and 
the best rags used in the business come from 
Germany, France, Russia, and Egypt. Many 
of the finer linen rags are secured only from 
Europe. When the rag supply was cut off the 
mills were found with light stocks on hand. 
The lack of rags and the increased demand 
caused by the campaign were two causes in 
bringing about the present advance. Another 
is found in the fact that bleaching powders have 
risen greatly. These are made in England and 
were discovered to, be a powerful disinfectant, 
and tons have tien sent to Hamburg and the 
cholera infected points of Europe. 

Bound to Go Higher. 

I believe that not only the grades which 
have risen will go much higher, but that every 
grade and kind of paper made will advance,” 
said a manufacturer, who withdrew his circu- 
lar lists some time ago. We must have 
rags, and until the habits of the American 
people change they will have to be brought 
from Europe. I look for rags to be excluded 
until the fall of 1893 at least. : 

The mill owners, it is said, although driving 
their machinery hard at present, are not so 
sanguine as the dealers that prices will ad- 
vance for weeks to come. At least some of 
ther are not, according to Robert McAlpine, 
Secretary of the Menominee Paper company. 

We hada similar market for paper in 
1885, said. be. Rags were excluded, but 
later were admitted after being disinfected. 
They rose two or three cents a pound. The 
effect of the prohibition was felt in the paper 
trade for a year. We have better meth- 
ods of manufacture now and more ma- 
terial. The consumption of paper increases 
all the time; but methods improve also. This 
may be a flurry, and ingenuity may discover 
a perfect substitute for rags. The mills have 
more orders than they can fill.

Wasurinerton, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—In 
administration circles the bluffing of the In- 
diana Democrats causes no worry. Gen. Har- 
rison knows the State from end toend and 
has never lost his personal interest in the local 
conditions; Four years ago the Democrats 
were even more sanguine than they profess 
to be now and many Republicans were doubt- 
ful. But Gen. Harrison never lost his confl- 
dence. “‘I shall carry the State, be told 
every one. The majority will be small, but 
‘it will be for me.”’ This year the President 
believes the conditions more favorable than 
they were four years ago. A stack of letters 
is being received at the White House from In- 
diana conveying assurances that the condi- 
tions in that State are all favorable to the Re- 
publicans and that Mr. Harrison will surely 
carry the State.

The Court Recites Reasons Why the An- 


swer of Senator Vilas Is Not Sufficient 
—Instances in Which the Apportion- 
ment Is Bad Are Cited and the Position 
Taken That There Is No Excuse for It— 
The Discretionary Power of the Legis- 
lature and Former Apportionments, 
Mapisox, Wis., Oct. 7.— [Special.]

Supreme Court today tiled its long-looked for 
opinion in gerrymander suit No. 2. It is an

the question of original jurisdiction and fully 


one-third of the opinion is consumed in an 
exposition of this point, upon which 
Senator Vilas so vainly wasted his 
oratory. The precise objection to the 


| jurisdiction in this case is considered to 


be that its exercise has not been invoked 
by the Attorney-General, but Judge Ryan is 
cited as authority for holding that the want of 
the Attorney-General’s signature is a mere 
detect in form and not of substance. 

This court, it says, cannot play fast and 
loose with the subject of jurisdiction. It 
either has it absolutely whenever a proper 
cause is presented or else it has not got it at 
all. If it has jurisdiction in such a cause it is 
because it has been conferred on the court by 
the people in their sovereign capacity. 

On the subject of the court’s consideration 
of the discretion of the Legislature the opinion 
says: 

We cheerfully do so. In fact we have already 
in thé recent apportionment case disclaimed any 
and all right to interfere with any of the dis- 
cretionary powers of the Legislature or of any 
State officer. 

The power conferred upon Judges under 
the Constitution was dwelt upon at length. The 
opinion discussed exhaustively the ruling of 
the court on the demurrer interposed by the 
defendant and among other things says: 


Consideration of the Answer. 


In granting the motion to strike out the demur- 
rer to the complaint as frivolous and for judg- 
ment, leave was given the defendant to present 
for the consideration of the court an answer upon 
the merit to the complaint. Such answer has 
been received and carefully considered. It admits 
all the material allegations of fact alleged in the 
complaint. Among other things it alleges in effect 
that the Legislature had the discretionary power 
to apportion, and redistrict the State anew as it 
did; that in doing so the Legislature had given 
weight and effect to many and various considera- 
tions, such as that the census of 1890 was inaccurate 
and did not by several thousand give the 
Counties of Chippewa, Florence, Forest, 
Oneida, Langlade, Price, and Taylor the 
population to which they were respectively en- 
titied; that those several counties were rapidly 
increasing in population, while such counties as 
Adams, Waushara, Green Lake, and Marquette 
were making but little if any increase in popula- 
tion; that the Fourth Senate District of Milwau- 
kee with only 30,732 inhabitants was between the 
Milwaukee River and the lake shore extending 
northerly ; that it was more or less distinguished 
from th residue of the city by the nature of its 
populé,on and the character of its business 
inter ; that the assessed valuation of 
the operty therein exceeds the av- 
erage of the other Senatorial districts in 
that city by nearly $10,000,000; that the inequali- 
ties of population in the seVeral Senate and As- 
sembly districts in the act in question were not 
much different than the proposed bill not 2 
ed, nor the several apportionment bills from 1552 


to 1857 inclusive: none of the considerations 80 


alleged are among the requirements in the Con- 


stitution. 


Further on the opinion says: 

In the formation of two or more Assembly dis- 
triets in any one county the Legislature has the 
discretionary power to group towns as they see fit, 
and to group wards as they may see fit, or 
to group town and wards as they may see fit, pro- 


" | vided that in doing so they do not violate any of 


the provisions of the Constitution mentioned. 
Perhaps this may be made to appear more clearly 
by an illustration. 


How Grouping May Be Done. 


Dane County contains 33 towns and two cities 
with an aggregate r according to the 
last census, of 59,578. Of these 35 towns 29 con- 
t@in less than 1,500 inhabitants each, and eight 
of these contain less than 1.000, and only one 
exceeds 2,000, and that contains only 2,379. 
The City of Stoughton contains two wards, with 
each less than 1,500 inhabitants. Madison has 
six wards and the largest contains only 2,943 in- 
habitants, The act in question assigned to this 
county four members. It is simply impossible to 
apportion and district Dane County anew accord- 
ing to the number of inhabitants contained in it 
and have a difference in the district to exceed a 
minor fraction of adjoining towns or a 1 
towns and wards. But with the City of Mad- 
ison. all in one district, as it is in the act, 
there 1s no constitutional reason for any difference 
in the remaining districts to exceed 500 or at 
most 1,000, and yet as apportioned under the act 
there is a difference of 7,233, and this, too, is done 
at the expense of compactness.

PROF. MOULTON ON “THE TEMPEST.” 


First of the Udiversity Extension Lectures 
at the New England Church. 

Richard B. Moulton, Professor of English 
Literature in the University of Chicago, last 
night delivered the first of a course of 
six lectures at the New Engiand Church, 
Dearborn avenue and Delaware place, under 
the auspices of the Newberry Library center 
for university cxtension.

The Deputy Sheriffs were soon there 
and secu some evidence. A window in 
front had been broken and through this the 
stick of ers y was thrown. Had some 
explosive whose force was upward, not down- 
ward, been used it is probable that all the in- 
mates of the house would have been killed. 
As it is, the millworkers are terrorized, and 
the company will have to put watchmen in 
the boarding-houses before they will go back 
again.

But for the last few weeks the party has 
been behaving like a man whose business is 
among the breakers, but who feels that it will 
not go to wreck if he can keep it afloat a few 
months longer, and who resorts to every finan- 
cial device—even those of which strict moral- 
ists disapprove—to get through the interme- 
diate days of peril. He takes up one note by 
giving another. He swavs checks with 
business friends. He hypothecates whatever 
he can lay his hands on, even though not his 
own, and he may even go so far as to sign on 
the back of a note a name of another, hoping 
that he will be able to pull through and make 
everything all right. Sometimes he does, 
but generally he comes to grief, 

The Democratic managers are acting in the 
same desperate way. They feel that they can- 
not round in safety the stormy cape of the 
8th of November if they adhere to the doc- 
trines laid down in their National platform. 
Hence they have betome “ Opportunists,”’ or 
an expediency party, takmg as a rule of 
action *‘ sufficient for the day are the princi- 
ples thereof. The Demucratic leaders have 
become all things to all men that they may 
retain or catch some votes. In the States 
where manufacturing forms the most impor- 
tant interest they are protectionists and say 
that free trade is an impossible specter.”

He begins by hinting at free trade, 
and if he meets with a chilly reception he 
glides with ease into tariff reform, and if that 
doesn’t take then into protection, as Senator 
Hill did. The Senator says one thing at 
Brooklyn, and when he reaches Buffalo he 
talks differently because there is a variance in 
local feeling on the tariff. 

The national platform is for radical free 
trade. Cleveland’s letter of acceptance repu- 
diates it in fumbling words. He talks like a 
scared man. In one part of the coun- 
try the Democratic. stumpers and news- 
papers are telling the rank and file that the 
platform agrees exactly with Cleveland’s let- 
ter. In another section they tell them that 
the letter agrees with the platform, Mr. 
Watterson, from whom one would expect bet- 
ter things, because he has always asserted that 
sincerity was his chief virtue, is engaged in 
this same business of attempting to prove 
that white is black, or least a very dark gray. 
He is twisting about in a way that would 
astonish any professional contortionist. 

The present attitude of the Democratic 
party, with its shifty and evasive ways, its 
ridiculous dead force bill” issue, its 
fusion with the Weaver Fiatists at the Far 
West, its manifold positions regarding 
the tariff, and its dodgmg the wildcat issue in 
the North must be very unpleasant to those 
members of the party who have positive 
beliefs and are not mere officeseekers..

Subscription books are now open in all the 
banks of the city and in theoffice of the Treas- 
urer of the World’s Fair for the sale of bonds 
in aid of the enterprise.

The bonds bear 6 per cent interest, and carry 
with them the pledge by the directors that 
they will not issue any bonds or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness exceeding the sum of 
$5,000,000 in the aggregate, these bonds be ing 
included in the covenant. They are made 
payable on or before the first day of 1894, be- 
ing made redeemable previous to that daie in 
amounts of not less than 25 per cent of the 
total, and it is expected that most of them 
will be so redeemed by the close of next sum- 
mer. 
It is intended to close the books at the end 
of next week and then proceed to make the 
allotment, half of the bonds to be issued Nov. 
1 and the remainder Jan. 1. There should be 
no delay in subscribing for these securities, 
which may fitly be denominated “ gilt-edged,”’ 
seeing that conservative estimates of income 
during and from the Fair indicate that the 
stockholders cannot suffer any material loss, 
and of course they will draw no dividends un- 
til after the bonds have been paid off in full. 
So the subscription ought to be a popular one. 
It offers the opportunity of helping to make 
the Fair a distinguished success, and that 
not only without loss but witha good return 
in the shape of interest on the invest- 
ment. But it will be necessary to place 
these bonds, as otherwise the preliminary 
expenditures cannot be made, and the law ap- 
propriating the souvenir coins specifies that 
they shall not be paid over till the directors 
show evidence of provision for all the cost of 
the Exposition.

CREMATE THE GARBAGE. 

A statement in another column shows how 
much, or rather how little, is being done to 
carry out the provision made by the Council 
last Joly for the cremation of garbage. The 
$75,000 then set aside to be invested in crema- 
tories has been placed to the credit of the 
Health Department, and there the matter 
‘rests. Agreements were entered into with 
seven different companies to erect plants to 
be purchased by the city in case they were 
found to operate satisfactorily. But up to 
date not one has been erected, though prep- 
arations are now being made to build one at 
the foot of Blackhawk street. Commissioner 
Ware says the men who have crema- 
tories to build do not seem to wish 
to put their plants to the ninety days’ 
test proposed by thecity. Apparently they 
are afraid the furnaces will not stand the con- 
tinuous heat for so long atime, and one of 
them has proposed to substitute a ten days’ 
test, the city to purchase the plant at the end 
of that time. The city is unwilling to pay for 
a concern till it has demonstrated its. ability 
to do the work required of it, and thus the 
thing is at a stana off. Not a pound of the 
garbage collected daily in the eit is now put 
out of the way by burning, as even the Heavey 
furnace on Twelfth street shut down a few 
days ago, though up to that time its work had 
been fairly satisfactory. 

The Health Commissioner is reported as 
saying he is almost discouraged.’’ But he 
refers to crematories at Pittsburg and Des 
Moines that seem to be doing good work. It 
is difficult to understand why they might do 
all right in those cities and fail here’’ if the 
authorities insisted on those built on the same 
plan in Chicago doing the same kind of work 
and not being obliged to take into their maws 
old stovepipes and oid wire mattresses, such 
as are reported to be dumped into the gar- 
bage boxes at some points in the city. The 
scavengers need not be obliged to handle that 
class of material under new arrangements, as 
though unsightly it does not menace the 
health of the people by ne microbic 
cause of disease. 

It would seem that a change of plan is 
needed. Several of thecities in England have 
crematories which burn up everything, even 
including broken crockery and tin cans. 
Surely it ought to be possible to introduce 
furnaces here that will do the garbage work 
wanted, omitting the refractory material 
named, It may be that the city is asking too 
much of the contractors, or that it could do 
better by sending forand adopting for itself 
one of the plans that have been found highly 
satisfactory on the other side of the Atlantic. 
It has been demonstrated that garbage can be 
put out of the way by burning it, and that 
such method of disposal is by far the best. 
Chicago wants the best, and ought to 
have it. The garbage accumulations of 
the city are each day becoming larger, 
and must continue to grow in magnitude 
till we begin the work of cremation. Evi- 


with the method resolved on here for solving 
the problem, but not in regard to the problem 
itself. The facts indicate that it has not been 
attacked in the right way, and no better rea- 
son could be found for taking hold of it in 
another manner, or at least of looking over 
the old ground for the purpose of finding out 
defects that may be obviated. Let us have 
garbage crematories somehow. They area 
sine qua non to proper city sanitation, and 
the people of other cities have shown us the 
way. It would be a thousand pities if Chi- 
cago should admit through its municipal au- 
thorities that it cannot follow their example.

ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC COMMISSIONER

Another Democratic statistician has jumped 
over the fence and told the truth. This time 
itis Commissioner Bishop of the Bureau of 
Statistics of New Jersey. This truth-telling 
| Jersey Commissioner reports in substance as 
follows:

Be- 
sides the increase in savings there is a marked 
growth in workingmen’s building and loan in- 
vestments. The number of these establishments 
increased during the last year from 254 to 272; 
the shares from 438,000 to 518,000; the sharehold- 
ers from 71,700 to 78,700; the net assets from $25,- 
000,000 to $25,600,000—an increase of!7 per cent in 
number of associations, 15 per cent in sharehold- 
era, and 2.4 per cent in assets. 


So fat.as the securing of homes is concerned 
the Democrgtic Commissioner’s report sets 
forth that the wage-earners in New Jersey 
ned 600 more homes in the first year of tlie 
tariff bill, which is claimed in the Democrat- 
ic platform to be ruinous to American indus- 
try, than they did the year before. The re- 
pert of the State Controller of New Jersey, 
which has just appeared, in a general way con- 
firms the Commissioner's statistics. It shows 
that the real and personal property in the 
State in 1890 was $649,979,700. Since the Mc- 
Kinley law went into operation there 
has been an increase of over 381. 
000,000, the most of which is in the 
counties having large manufacturing indus- 
tries. For instance, Hudson County shows 
the largest increase—one of $12,000,000; Es- 
sex County comes out with 810.000, 000; Pas- 
saic has $3,000,000; Camden, over $2,000,000: 
Mercer, nearly $1,000,000; Union, nearly $1,- 
500,000, and Middlesex nearly $1,000,000. But 
tee increase is not confined to the manufactur- 
ing counties.

Among all the evasions by the fat prophet 
in his letter of acceptance not one is more 
complete or conspicuous than that of the 
clause in the Democratic national platform 
which calls for the repeal of the tax on the 
notes of State banks, which was inserted im it 
upon the demand of the Solid South. That 
section was and is solid for it. The compilers 
of the Democratic campaign book have placed 


in it an argument for State bank currency. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Secretary of the Treasury is 
in favor of it, but Mr, Cleveland's own State 
and section are not in favor of it, and conse- 
quently he dodges the wildcat issue, merely 
saying in his unctuous manner that State cur- 
rency should be good, which has neither force, 
sense, nor point to commend it to any one. 

It is well enough known that the delegates 
from the sixteen Southern States made a per-

bank notes so that the gates might be opened 
for the unlimited issue of the same irredeem- 
able fiat and wildcat shinplasters which that 
section issued in such quantities before the 
war, and upon which it made such profits by 
unloading it upon the North. When the dec- 
laration was made these same delegates forced 
the convention to adopt it, and thus it became 
one of the most prominent planks in the plat- 
form, and is today a leading vital issue before 
the people. The party made a bold standin favor 
of wildcat, and it evidently was expected that 
the Stuffed Prophet would come out strongly 
in its favor in his letter of acceptance, but he 
sneakingly and pusillanimously avoided it and 
said nothing.

After carefully reading the law providing for 

compulsory school attendance, I am curious. to 

know what part of it isto be repealed upon the 
demand of the two churches who object to it. 

Will you please enlighten me? The provisions 

are few, and are as follows: 

1, Persons having control of children between 
the ages of 7 and 14 shall cause them to attend a 
public school sixteen weeks in each year, except 
in case where the Board of Education satis- 
fied that the children have attended a private 
school (a P ebe dis by the board or the School Di- 
rectors of the district) a like period, or that in- 
struction in the branches commonly taught in the 
public school has otherwise been given to the | 
children for a like period, or that the children 
have in any way acquired those branches. In 
such cases the law is sufficiently —— with. 

2. No “school” satisfies the law unless reading, 
writing. arithmetic, geography, and history of the 
United States are taught i in the English language. 
The rest of the law merely provides for the ap- 
pointment ofa truant officer, defining his pow- 
ers and dutigs, and further provides penalties and 
a way to enforce them.

REPLY. 

The Republican and Democratic parties have 
pledged themselves to the repeal of the Edwards 
act summarized by the correspondent. The only 
difference between the two parties is that the 
Democrats, who in 1890 declared themselves in 
favor of the principle of compulsory education, 
which principle is indorsed strongly by the Ger- 
man Lutherans and other Germans, ignore the 
compulsion this year in their State platform, and 
simply say they will repeal the Edwards law. 

The Republicans, with Gov. Fifer at their head. 
say in their State platform they will repeal it. 
but will sustain the principle of compulsory edu- 
cation in public schools in a new bill with the ob- 
jections removed. The Drys in their plat- 
form say that they “ stand unequivocally for the 
American public schools,” and that such 
schools must be taught in the English 
language.“ Not a Republican has said a word to 
the contrary. They all want the English 
language taught in the public schools. But the 
“ Drys”’ do not defend those provisions. of the 
Edwards law which have aroused such intense 
hostility—viz. : dictation of public school directors 
as to what branches and language shall be taught 
in private and parochial schools. 

The correspondent asks what those provisions 
are? They are the ones maki amenable to the 
penalties of the act any child attending a 
private or parochial school which has not been 
„approved by a board of public school direct- 
ors, and declaring that the public school directors 
must not approve such school unless certain 
specific studies are taught there in the English 
language. 

This amounts to giving to persons: elected for 
the sole purpose of supervising public schools, 
supported by public taxes, the power to go into 
private schools and church schools supported by 
private contributions, managed by private in- 
dividuals or by religious denominations, and to 
say to the managers of those schools: You must 
“ teach certain things, and you have got to teach 
them in a certain language, or we (public school 
directors) will shut up your school! We will 
prosecute the parent of every child who attends 
it, and the fine will force him to send his child to 
“a public school and you will have to shut up 
your church school.“ 

This intrusion of public school directors into 
private religious schools is a violation of constitu- 
tional rights. Itisan attempt to put the church 
under the political control of public school direc- 
tors when it is a fixed American principle that 
Church and State must remain separate and 
neither domineer over the other. 

The mere assertion on the part of the State that 
it had the abstract right to authorize 3 public 
school officer to break up, if he saw fit, a German 
Lutheran school where children—who have been 
in the public schools—are sent for a few terms to 
learn the catechism and creed of their church in 
the language of Luther—and are then sent back 
to the public schools to finish their education in 
English branches—would provoke dissent. But 
several attempts made to enforce the Ed- 
wards law, which interferes with the instruction 
in these parochial schools, gave rise to a storm of 
indignation. In small communities religious sen- 
timents are more intense than in large cities, and 
in Chicago the Public School Board has not at- 
tempted to boss the church or private schools. 

These facts may aid the correspondent in seeing 
the danger of giving to a political public school 
board, whose members may be strong Protestants, 
the right to dictate to Roman Catholic parochial 
schools; or of giving to a public school board 
made up of members of the Catholic Church the 
control of a German Lutheran school; or of giv- 
ing to a public school board of agnostics the pow- 
er of approving a Lutheran, or Presbyterian, 
or Boiscopalian, or Methodist, or Baptist school. 

The correspondent will notice that while under 
the law a board of public school directors can- 
not aporove aschool unless certain studies 
are taught there in English that it is not required 
to “ approve it even if those studies are taught 

there. Ifthe directors of the State's school re- 
fuse to “approve” from whim or malice or 
bigotry any private school the pupils of that 
school become amenable to the penalties of the 
Edwards laws. The State has no right to graut 
such power to public school directors, and ought 
to recede from its false position as soon as pos- 
sible. No political organization in Lllinois has 
ventured to say that the clauses of the law con- 
ferring such powerson public school directors 
should be retained. The platform even of the 
fanatical drys does not ask it. 

Then itis asked: Shall there be no definition 
of what constitutes a school? Are any of the 
studies named in the law to be abandoned? Or is 
the English: language to be surrendered?’ 
Studies in the English are not to be 
abandoned in any school supported by public 
taxes. English will continue to remain the 
language of all public schools, and compulsory 
attendance will be exacted of all juveniles at the 
public schools who do not attend private or pa- 
rochial schools. When Gov. Fifer declares on 
the stump that he is in favor of compulsory at- 
tendance at school he means, of course, the free 
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had been in the habit of doing that thing and pro- 
posed to continue doing it. The German Luther- 
ans use English in their church schools for or- 
dinary studies, but they do not like to be told 
that they must use it under penalty of fine and 
imprisonment. They have not the least objection 
to the rednactment of a new law with the com- 
pulsory principle which shall apply to all public 
schools. But they are opposed to free school 
directors bossing their private parochial schools 
which they support. These are the facts. The 
correspondent should be governed by them and 
not by the lies of the common slanderer Altgeld 
or the nonsensical outcries of the Prohibitionists 
that “the public school system is in danger,” 
when they themselves do not advocate the con- 
trol of private church/schools by the directors of 
the public schools, 5

WESTERN MANAGERS ADJOURN TILL 
APTER THE ELECTION. 


No Further Efforts to Be Made to Bring 

* About the Formation of a Western Pool 
or Other Organization Until Nov. 10— 
Managers Prefer to Wait Until the Ad- 
visory Board Has Acted and the Presi- 
dential Election Is Over- World's Fair 
Rates East—Other Railway News. 


The Committee of Vice-Presidents ard Gen- 
eral Managers of Western roads, which has 
been in session the last few days with the view 
of formulating a plan for the reorganization 
of the existing associations, has abandoned all 
efforts to bring about the adoption of any of 
the various agreements submitted for the time 
being. ‘Lhe committee adjourned last even- 
ing until Nov. 10; by which time the Advisory 
Board will have acted upon the notices of 
withdrawal from the Western Traffic, Trans- 
continental, and Trans-Miasouri Associations 
given by a number of the roads, and the Pres- 
idential election will also have been deter- 
mined, the result of the latter playing an im- 
portant figure in the action to be taken. 

The only proposition that stands any show 
of adoption is one submitted by Chairman 
Midgley of the Western Freight Association, 
which provides for a tonnage pool or division 
of traffic arrangement, with the proviso sug- 
gested by Judge Springer that any party 
securing traffic hy unfair means shall pay over 
to a Board of Trustees, for the use of the 
roads, any amount of money equal to 60 per 
cent of the gross amount of money which 
such road would have received had it trans- 
ported the freight at tariff rates. Upon these 
features all the members are agreed, but they 
have thus far been unable to come to any con- 
clusion as to what traffic and what points 
should be competitive. 

Chairman Midgley’s memorandum of an 
agreement for a division of traffic provides 
that it shall include all traffic originating on 
or east of the Mississippi River (from Minne- 
apolis, Minn., to New Orleans, both inclusive ) 
destined to Kansas City, Atchison, Leayen- 
worth, or St. Joseph; all freight traffic ex- 
cept grain forwarded from Kansag City, etc., 
destined to any points on or east of the Mis- 
sissippi Raver, Minneapolis to New Orleans 
inclusive; all grain reconsigned at Kansas 
City, etc., or forwarded thence to Eastern 
destinations, which is transferred at either 
of the Southwestern Missouri River points, 
is ins or sold there, or has been sub. 
jected to any commercial transuction there; 
all traffic carried on through way-bills via 
routes, rails, and south to and including Co- 
lumbus, Kas., between points on or east of 
the Mississippi River and common points in 
Kansas and Nebraska, It stipulates that sep- 
arate account be kept of the junction point 
traffic to and from the points above nawed. 

Similar proviso is made as regards traffic 
in the Weatern section, from or to Omaha 


and Council Bluffs and points in Nebraska.

FIXED THE WORLD'S FAIR RATES, 


Central Traffie Roads Agree Upon a Reduc- 
tion of 20 Per Cent. 

The mass-meeting of general passenger 
agents comprismg representatives of the 
roads in the Central Traffic Association at 
Cincinnati yesterday settled the matter of 
rates to and from the World's Fair. The 
single-trip ticket plan. was adopted. It was 
decided to sell single-trip tickets from all 
points within the territory of the association 
to Chicago at a reduction of 30 per cent from 
the regular tariff rates, and to make the 
same reduction on all tickets from Chicago to 
assoziation points. There will be no cond1- 
tions required of purchasers of reduced tick- 
ets in Chicago. 

It must be understood that this refers. only 
to tickets between Chicago, St. Louis, and the 
western termini of the trunk lines. It is quite 
certain that lower rates will be made between 
Chicago and trunk line poiuts. The New 
York merchants are determined to force the 
railroads to make the rates between Chicago 
and New York as low as possible. It is also be- 
lieved that roads in the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation territory will run special excursions at 
a rate of not more than one fare and a third 
for the rourd trip. 

President Newell of the Lake Shore stated 
yesterday that excursion rates by his road 
would not be higher than a fare and one-third 
for the round trip. It is probable that the 
World's Fair management will join the rail- 
roads in bringing about an enforcement of 
the law preventing scalpers from dealing in 
railroad tickets. 


Railway Notes. 


Chauncey M. Depew states thatthe Vander- 
bilts had no connection, directly or iudirectly, 
with the New York and New England railroad.

Judge Anthony rendered a decision in the 
Spiegel & Co. failure yesterday which disputes 
the validity of the Voluntary Assignment law. 
The decision, though along the line of others 
on the same subject, went further than any 
other Judge in this county has gone. 

The matter came up before the court on a 
motion to dissolve an injunction gained by 
the Oriel Cabinet company restraining Spiegel 
& Co., from transferring or disposing of the 
lease of their State street premises and the 
Sheriff from sellmg the effects of the firm. 
The appcintment of a receiver was asked for 
and the court prayed to declare the failure a, 
general assignment for the beneiit of ail cred- 
itors. The motion was argued for three days. 

In his decision Judge Anthony refused to 
stamp the failure as a fraud, dissolved the in- 
junction, refused to appoint a receiver, and 
stated that Spiegel & Co. had done nothing 
but what was perfectly legal. The court, 
however, rather regretted that he could not 
interfere. The assets, he said, were to be di- 
vided among the pucles, the cousins, the 
aunts, and other relatives of the members of 
the firm, while the contract creditors of the 
firm were left to whistle for their money. 
This, he thought, was inequitable, but it was 
lawful, and the court was powerless to inter- 
fere. Regarding the failure itself the court 
had this to say: | ! 

This failure is very unfortunate and greatly to 
be deplored. It occurred at a time when the 
country was prosperous and not affected by 
panics. The money market does not seem to be 
congested and no particular reason is assigned 
why and how this disaster occurred, No losses in 
business are set forth, and it nowhere appears 
that the friends and relatives who have been pre- 
ferred were pressing them to the wall. but it is al- 
leged by the defendants that they were actually 
indebted to them and we infer that they wanted 
the money Spiegel & Co. had in their possession

Cuaruzston, S. C., Oct. 7.—[Special. |—The 
last week has been favorable for harvesting in 
the cotton field, but the damage appears to 
have been done already in the Pedee section, 
the richest cotton section of the State. It is 
safe to say that the falling off in the crop will 
be at least 40 per cent compared with last 
year’s figures. The advices from the Pied- 
mont section make the falling off 30 per cent. 
Under ordinary condition this outlook would 
be gloomy in the extreme, but there are com- 
pensations which go a great way 
towards evening up the general result. 
The farmers have generally made good grain 
crops and are better supplied with homemade 
provisions thah they have been for many 
years.

TUGS ARE STILL MAKING SMOKE, 


Owners Practically Ignore the Agreement 
to Burn Anthracite Coal. 

Inspectors of the Smoke Prevention Society 
made another tour of the river front yester- 
day, the resulta of which convinced them that 
the contract entered into by the tugmen with 
the city requiring the former to use smokeless 
fuel wes being broken in several instances. 
They observed black smoke pouring from the 
stack of the tug A. S. Allen, the owner of 
which signed the city’s contract, They also 
reported two of the Vessel-Owners’ Towing 
compény’s boats for smoking heavily. The tug 
Satisfaction of this line, upon which smoke pre- 
vention experiments are to be allowed for sev- 
eral days longer in accurdance with the 
ruling of Justice Glennon, they also reported 
with the other smokers. Besides these the 
names of the tugs Success, Minor, Peter Dal- 
ton, James Hoy, Monitor, Ruby. and Earn- 
shaw were taken down. Three of these boats 
belong to signers of the contract. The in- 
spectors were confident that the dense smoke 
seen was caused by the use of soft coal pure and 
simple. 

There was no mistaking it,“ said one of Commiss 
the men. These tugs are simply ignoring i 
agreements. ”

be written out they were sent to the attorneys 
for the Smoke Prevention Society with in- 
structions to enter immediate suit against the 
offenders.

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EVEN DEMOCRATS PRAISE IT. 


Management of the Illinois State Peniten- 
tiary Calls Forth Commendation. 

Jouiet, III., Oct. 4.— [Special. — The Demo- 
cratic paper of this city and the Chicago Demo- 
cratic papers are doing their best to bring the 
Joliet Penitentiary into disrepute during the 
present Campaign. Within the last three days 
these sheets have published such articles as 
these: 

The prostitution of the Will County grand jury 
to a political mathife to furnish political carital 
to the Republican party in whitewashing Repub- 
lican officials charged with violating our State 
Constitution and State laws has caused a pro- 
found feeling of disgust among law-abiding citi- 
zens. For sume time it has been known to the 
public that eharges of a grave character were 
resting against the State otlicials and managers 
of the Joliet Penitentiary for various dark trans- 
actions and for the violation of the laws of tne 
State of Illinois. The charges were supported 
with the most indisputable evidence, in fact were 
accompanied by such proof as stamped them at 
once as irrefutable facts. Our grand jury, instead 
of taking up the charges and returning an indict- 
ment. resolved itself into a political whitewash- 
ing machine. 

As usual the Will County grand jury at its 
close visited the penitentiary. | rand jury 
was made up of thirteen Democrats and ten 
Republicans; one Republican member did not 
visit the prison. The report presented and 
adopted by the jury was as follows: 

Saturday forenoon, Sept. 24, we, the members of 
the last grand jury, in response to an invitation, 
visited the penitentiary in a body and ever 
courtesy was extended to us to make a thoroug 
inspection. g 

We vouid report that we found everything in 
perfect order, including discipline, food in ample: 
quantities, and prisoners looking well and con- 
tented. . 

We were shown through by the Warden and 
taken to the female department. where we were 
informed all the clothing for the prisoners was 
made, together with other work, as doing the 
former did not take all their time. 

The great problem to be solved is howto keep 
the men employed and not come in contact with 
outside labor. The road question is deemed im- 
practicable on account of the difficulty in manag- 
ing prisoners away from the cells and walls. 

“The hospital 1s conducted on the best improved 
methods, with all che neatness and conven- 
jence that one could wish for, together with all 
the variety of drugs used by the medical profes- 
sion. 

We also found punishment in the solitary was a 
marvel of discipline that would subject the most 
stubborn will to obedience and yet keep the body 
and mind in a perfect state. 

While the governor's and other rooms were 
found to be an example of neatness and kept on 
economical principles, which would do credit to 
any person having it in charge. 

The same papers made ‘another serious 
charge against the prison the next day after 
the County Board of Supervisors visited it. 
The Board of Supervisors consists of twenty- 
one Democrats. and fourteen Republicans. 
Simon Miller of Monee, the Democratic 
Chairman of the board, addressed Warden 
Dement, saying that during his inspection of 
the institution he had become convinced, as 
also had every other member of the board, 
that the prison was one of the finest managed 
in the United States, the discipline was per- 
fect, the comfort of the prisoners carefully 
looked after, the food was excellent, and the 
prisoners looked well and contented, With 
the other Supervisora he had but words of 
praise for Warden Dement’s management.

Then the cour’ said that this and other cases 
went even farther and held that there was no 
such thing as a constructive assignment, and 
that to constitute an assignment there must 
be a writing just as in adeed of conveyance. 

Whether this action was wise, continued 
Judge Anthony, “ time alone will tell. but it 
certainly permits a failing debtor to make 
preference by giving judgment notes and con- 
fessing judgments when the voluntary assign- ‘ 
ment law utterly prohibits it. It contravenes 
the spirit of the law, and the consequences 
are, we think, not only disastrous, but fraught 
with great mischief and rank in justice.“ 

Speaking directly in regard to the volun- 
tary assigo ment law, the decision read: The 
voluntary assignment law of this State is a 
dead letter, and of no more practical value, as 
it seems to us, than so much waste paver.’* 

Regarding the allegations in the bill filed 
for an injunction, the court said, among other 
things: * 

The complainant controverts all the positions 
taken by the defendants and charges them in 
strong language with the most reprehensible con- 
duct, and claims that the allegations are upon 
positive knowledge. I desire to say that there is 
nothing socommon among men as charges of, 
fraud tween debtors and creditors. It seems 
that fraud has almost been reduced to a science, 
and the law itself, it seems, has become in some 
instances its protector. 

The court also hinted that a certain transfer 
of property made by Joseph Spiegel to his son 
for the nominal consideration of $1 might 
raise a question of legality, but that the court 
was not called upon to pass upon that ques- 
tion. The case will probably be appealed 
until it reaches the highest court.

THE “HISTORY OF THE NEW WORLD 
OALLED AMERIOA.” 


Edward J. Payne Discusses the Discovery 
and Early Exploration of This Country 
and Furnishes an Anthropological Study 
ef Aboriginal American Society—Causes 
of the Backwardness of the Indian Race 
—Favorite Flies and Their Histories 
Notes of New Books. " 


History of the New World Called Amer- 
lea, by Edward J. Payne. Only two tupics 
are discussed in the first volume of Mr. 
Payne’s ** History of the New World.“ Book 
I.. occupying less thun half the volume, treats 
of the discovery and oarly exploration of 
America., while Book II., a portion of which 
will appear in the next volume, isan anthro- 
pological study of aboriginal American so- 
ciety. In this part of the work the author has 
aimed to restore the true features 
of the advanced communities of the 
New World, to analyze their social struct- 
ure and economy, to measure by some defi- 
nite standard the degree of progress they had 
attained, and to trace their history so far as it 
can be recovered, distinguishing what can 
fairly be accepted as fact from what can be 
shown With reasonable certzinly to be fabu- 
lous. This of itself is a serious undertaking; 
and when in addition to this Mr. Payne as- 
pires to trace one by one the steps by which 
America has become a newand a greater 
Europe, affording the richest mine of social 
research, and the widest field of historical 
speculation that the world has known since 
the fall of R me,” his task. may be fairly de- 
scribed as appalling. Some, he continues, 
“may think it presumptuous on the part of a 
dweller in the old Europe to attempt that 
great and difficult task. For this presump- 
tion but one excuse is offered—uamely: that 
the history of America is the epic of Europe. 
It is our Ilisd. An Englishman may justly say 
this in another sense; for the noblest part of 
the history of America is the Iliad of En- 
gland. 

One of the author's main purposes will be, 
he announces, to exhibit the incidents of 
American history by the light of contempo- 
rary incidents in Europe. 
that an interdependence and a substantial 
connection have from the beginning existed 
between the Old World and the New have 
been important factors 
both.“ Physical and ethnological causes, 
too, have been carefully investigated by the 
writer. The pursuit of this branch of in- 
quiry has led to conclusions which verify in a 
remarkable manner, thinks Mr. Payne, the 
doctrine that the general course of history is 
ultimately controlled by physical causes. 


It can be shown that the aboriginal occupation 
of the New World was determined by its geo- 
raphical relation to the Old; that its physical 
eatures determined the social condition of its 
population and limited the possibilities of early 
advancement to particular districts, bearing a 
small proportion to its total area; that in the com- 
munities occupying these limited districts there 
took place a natural process of advancement 
similar to that which took place in the Old 

orld and a gradual consolidation of the ad- 
vanced communities under the domination of the 
most powerful aboriginal tribes; that this process 
was interrupted by the Spaniards, who founded 
their transatlantic empire on the rains of the 
dominant aboriginal powers; that the Spanish- 
American dominion was limited to the districts 


2 was conse- 
quently left open to adventurers of other nations. 
In tracing the social economy of the ad- 
vanced aborigines of America to its physical 
conditions, the author has propounded a new 
sociological theory. According to Mr. Payne 
„the organized provision of food-supply 
on an artificial as distinguished from anatural 
hasis,” is the true origin of human advance- 
ment. When this organization has been com- 
bined with that of defense, the community 
has extended its boundaries at the expense of 
others whose social arrangements were less 
advanced. | 
The provision of food is the primitive form of 
labor; ite accumulation is the primitive form of 
wealth. Even in the highest stages of civilization 
ali wealth can be ultimately resolved 
elementary form of food. Wedlth necessarily im- 
plies that its possesso ' 
yond his immediate requirements; and the ele- 
mentary form of such a surplus is the food-sur- 
plus. The food-surplus is the foundation of all 
non-food-produc labor; and advancement is 
always marked by a progressive increase in dhe 
quantity of non-food-p one and by the 
— —— of the forms which labor of this 
description assumes. Advancement, therefore, 
presupposes a food-supply more than sufficie.t to 
maintain the labor devoted to producing it. 
The larger the proportion of labor which 
can be employed otherwise than in food-provi- 
sion, the more advanced is the community. . . . 
Nothing worthy the name of civilization bas ever 
been founded on any other agricultural basis 
than the cereals. This appears to be largely due 
to the fact that the seeds of the cereal grasses are, 
as compared with fruits and roots, extremely 
rich in albumen and albuminoids, the great nour- 
ishers of the muscular and nervous systems, But 
the most important reason for the superiority of 
cereal agriculture as a basis of social advancement 
is the fact that it] alone among the forms of food- 


ction, taxes, recompenses, and stimulates 


labor and ingenuity in an equal degree. By oc- 
cupying man regularly during a considerable 
part of the year it directly tends to render the 
unit of human labor a constant quantity, and to 
give it new forms of employment. When the unit 
of labor has once been rendered a constant quan- 
tity the material of civilization has been pro- 


The most important among the causes of 
the backwardness of the Indian races, Mr. 
Payne thinks, was the absence of those animals 
which in the Old World were bred and fed in 
domestication,. in order to yield a constant 
supply of milk for human consumption. The

The provision of constant and ample supplies 
of milk, by abridging and partially superseding 
natural lactation, enables the [human] species at 
once to muitiply in a greatly increased propor- 
tion, as compared with its normal rate of multi- 
plication under the conditions of natural alimen- 
tation. Beyond this the milch animal, bred in 
herds which are easily driven from place to place, 
furnishes in the shape of flesh, butter, and cheese 
to adult man an alimentary series equal in suffi- 
ciency to the milk supply which sustains the in- 
fant, and farcheaper in the sense of requiring 
less labor than the 22 of primitive agri- 
culture, These facts form the economical basis 
of the existi settlement of the Old Worid. In 
the New World the only animals capable of pas- 
toral tréatment were of less value, were confined to 
a limited area, and, being useless for milch 
purposes, scarcely tended to any greater increase 
ef population than would have resulted from 
their multiplication in the wild state.

Mr. Payne identifies the two-faced Mexican 
idol, now in the National Museum of Mexico, 
with Xilonén, the long-haired mother, or 
dess of Corn, corresponding to the 
Peruvian Satamama. The frog engraved on 
the base of the statue was the symbol of the 
rain-spirit, and its ory, heard in the spring, 
indicated the proper season for planting corn. 
“Throughout the New World, from Florida to 
hile, the worship of the frog or toad as the 
offspring of water and the symbol of the 
water-spirit accompanied the cultivation of 
maize. Some tribes on the Orinoco worshiped 
the toad in order to obtain rain or. fair 
weather; if their requesis were not complied 
with the poor animals were severely beaten. 
Mr. Payne notes the prevalence of similar 
superstitions in the Old World. To ob- 
tain favorable weather for the crops the 
Roman farmer was advised to bury in 
the middle of the cornfield a toad 
inclosed in an earthen pot; a toad carried 
round the millet patch before weeding and then 
similarly buried defended the plants froin the 
worm and kept off the birds.“ It was in hon- 
or of the “long-haired mother that the mid- 
summer festival was held in Mexico. At the 
close of this festival a young slave girl, the 
* Xalaquia,” was sacrificed and her beart of. 
fered to the goddess. Both corn-spirits and 
rain-spirits were thought. to suffer an impair- 
ment of vigor in providing for the wants of 
man. By way of giving repose to both there 
was held in Mexico every eight years a 
festival called the atamalqualizili, or 
‘fast of porridge balls and water,’ the es- 
sence of which consisted in every one 
abandoning for a time the advanced basis of 
life, afd recurring, by as | of change, to the 
conditions of savagery. o food of cultiva- 
tion was permitted except water porridge, a 
preparation f maize made in the simplest 
manner, with no admixture of salt, lime, og 
nitrates ; these substances, they said, fatigued 
the maize-spirit, and made it grow old; the 
object of this temporary abstinence was to 
make it young again.“ Mr. Payne differs 
from Mr. Markham in his estimate of the 
Peruvians, whom he ranks below the 
Mexicans in art, religion, and science. Of 
the paternal government of the Incas he says: 
Nowhere have the distinctions of rank and 
the rights of property been more rigidly 
maintained than under the severe despotism 
of Peru; this so-called Socialism, when ex- 
amined, proves to be nothing but the forced 
common labor exacted from the peasantry. 
Russia or Turkey might with equal propriety 
be quoted as examples of State Socialism.’’ 
The play or interlude of “The Four Ele- 
ments, written in England between 1515 and 
1520, reflects with a fullness and clearness 
which are in such cases extremely rare the 
effect produced by the discovery of America 
upon the mind of Europe, and shows that the 
characteristic hope of a protitable commerce 
and of the conversion of the natives to Chris- 
tianity was already formed in England. The 


writer, though a person of considerable learn-

New Scientific Books. 

The Study of Animal Life,“ by J. Arthur 
Thomson, Lecturer on Zodédlogy at the School 
of. Medicine, Edinburg, is a readable book 
for the masses, and one the perusal 
of which a reader could hardly finish 
without having much _ increased his 
knowledge of common things. It treats 
of the vast variety of life observable, and its 
great wealth of form, numbers, and beauty, 
the dependence of life on its surroundings, 
the inter-relations of plants and animals, and 
of animals to the earth, the nature and extent 
of the struggle for existence, which is a neces- 


| sity of life, shows how many kinds of animals 


have to shift for a living and the various de- 
vices they resort to for the purpose of evading 
enemies they cannot directly core with; 
describes the socidl and domestic life of 
animals, the way in which some of them di- 
vide their labors in making homes and laying 
up stores for the future, and the love and care 
which they display towards their offspring. It 
discourses of the seas and energy of life, its 
machinery and chemical elements, the struct- 
ure of the body and the use of the several 
functions, of resemblances and contrasts be- 
tween plants and animals, of modes of repro- 
duction, and of the origin of life, and its evo- 
lution under the influence of habits and sur- 
rovndings. The appendix treats of our rela- 
tion to the lower animals, affinities and differ- 
ences between men and monkeys, various 
opinions about the ancestry of man and his 
descent therefrom, and possible facturs in the 
process. In regard to the latter the author 
says: From what we know of men and 
monkeys it seems likely that in the 
struggles of primitive man cunning 
was more important than strength, and if 
intelligence now became more than ever be- 
fore the condition of life and death, wits 
would tend to develop rapidly. When habits 
of using sticks and stones, of building shel- 
ters, and of living in families began, and some 
monkeys exhibit these, it 1s likely that wits 
would increase by leaps and bounds. Among 
Families 
combine for protection, and the combination 
favors the development both of emotional and 
intellectual. strength. Surely ‘man did not 
make society; society made man.“ (New 
York: Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 

„Volcanoes, Past and Present,“ ty Edward 
Hull, Examiner in Geology to the University 
of London, 1s one of the books imported by 
the Scribners. It is a small work of 270 
pages, but tells agreat deal in compact form 
and contains several fine illustrations of vol- 
canoes in action and their products. It deals 
with the form, structure, and composition of 
volcanic mountains, the distribution of lines 
and groups of active vents, and describes the 
districts of extinct or dormant volcanoes in 


different parts of the world. The author holds 


that the similarity of volcanic lavas over wide 
regions is strong evidence that they are drawn 
from one continuous magma, consisting of 
molten matter beneath the earth’s crust. 
He says it is true that there are to be 
found large tracts from which volcanic 
rocks, except those of great geological an- 
tiquity, are entirely absent. Such are Central 
Russia, the Nubian Desert, and the Central 
States of North America. But such absence 
by no means implies the non-existence of the 
forces which give rise to volcanic action be- 
neath these regions. It only shows that the 
forces have not been sufficiently powerful to 
overcome the resistance offered by the crust 
over these particular tracts. He pointse out 
the fact that the lines of greatest action gen- 
erally lie along ocean borders, and even where 
tne conditions preclude actual observation of 
this the configuration of the ground and the 
relations of the boundaries between land and 
sea to those of volcanic chains evidently point 
in many cases to their mutual interdependence. 
This has favored the theory that the presence 
of water was essential to volcanic activity. 
But the existence in Western America and 
other countries of fissures of eruption along 
which molten lava has been extruded without 
explosions of steam shows that water is not 
an essential feature in the production of vol- 
canic phenomena. It is rather to be regarded 
asanelementthan asa prime cause. Even 
in the case of Vesuvius, which is close to the 
sea, there have been instances when the lava 
has welled out almost with the tranquillity of 
a water spring. Recent consideration has !ed 
to the conclusion that the ultimate cause is 
the contraction of the earth’s crust due to sec- 
ular cooling of the more deeply-seated parts 
by conduction and radiation of heat into space. 
Owing to this cause the inclosed molten 
matter is more abundantly extruded from 
time to time along the lines and vents af erup- 
tion so as to accommodate itself to the ever- 
contractitig crust. The process must have 
been going on from the very earliest period ‘of 
the earth’s history, and formerly at a greater 
rate than at present.

Dr. Leaf points out that the Homeric poems 
are aristocratic and courtly, not popular. 
„They were composed to be sung in the 
splendid palaces of a ruling aristocracy and 
the commonalty have no part or lot as actors 
in them. When the common sort are meu- 
tioned in the Iliad in contrast to the ‘Kings’ it 
isin terms of supreme disdain; only one of 
them, Thersites, is given an individuality, and 
then only that he may be held up to ridicule 
and humiliation.“ Apropos of Thersites, he 
elsewhere says: It is rather remarkable that 
the shape of his head should be particularly 
scotied at. It is well known that the forma- 
tion of the skull is the most persistent of all 
marks of race; so that it is not impossible 
that a whole subject population of non-Greek 
origin may be mocked in the person of 
Thersites. Moreover, the Iliad and the 
Odyssey are not to be regarded as the out- 
come of a young and primitive people. They 
are the offspring of an acvanced civilizatiun, 
the growth of centuries, and of a civilization 
which was approaching its decline and fall. 
It was in some respects a civilization even 
more advanced than that which grew out of 
the ruins brought about by the invasion of the 
Doriaus.“ The place of woman in Achwan 
society is mentioned in confirmation of this 
view. “It was far above the status of 
women in classical Athens. Women were on 
a virtual equality with men, mixing with 
them freely in domestic intercourse, and sub- 
ject to none of the disabilities whieh weighed 
so heavily upon them in later times. There 
is no trace of anything resembling the gynai- 
konitis’ of later Greece, a separate part sof 
the house where the woman was almost a 
prisoner, and where no man but the masterpf 
the house might penetrate. In religion, 
again, and in the preponderance of national 
over tribal feeling, the Acheans held a more 
advanced position than did the Greeks ot the 
classical period. It is indeed remarkable, con- 
sidering the early age of the poems, that they 
should have afforded so little material for the 
students of survivals from the first ages of 
culture. Dr. Leaf’s explanation of the com- 
parative modernness of the Homeric civiliza- 
tion as compared with that of Athens is as 
follows: The autochthonous population had 
preserved intact all their primitive beliefs and 
superstitions while adopting the forms of the 
Achzan civilization. But when the once dom- 
inant classes were removed to perish by an 
artistic but otherwise inglorious death in the 
Zohan colonies of Asia Minor and elsewhere 
the older people, impregnated with their 
genius, sprang rapidly into independent life. 
But they did not drop the more primitive 
phases of belief which had clung to 
them; these rose to the surface with the rest 
of that marvelous Ionic genius, and many an 
ancient survival was enshrined in the litera- 
ture or mythology of Athens which had long 
passed out of all remembrance at Mycene2. 
A fresh start was taken from an earlier level, 
and all classicai Greece bears witness to the 
fact. 

Dr. Leaf holds that we have in the Iliad and 
the Odyssey a dirett legacy from Achzan 
times. “The Ionian singers ot the new Greek 
world appropriated them by the, right of 
genius and partly transformed them. It is 
likely enough that interpolations of consid- 
erable compass were nade from time to time; 
some of the latest additions may be 
as recent as the eighth and seventh 
centuries B. C.“ But there are various 
signs that the civilization; which the 
poems depiet had made some advance be- 
yond that of which we find the material re- 
mains in the ‘shaft tombs’ discovered by Dr. 
Schliemann in the Acropolis of Mycene. 
And the date of these has now been fixed by 
Mr. Petrie from comparisou with Egyptiau 

B. C. We can, therefore, 
hardly be far wrong if the poems were com- 
posed in Achwan Greece, in dating their 
origin at about 1050 B. C.“ Dr. Leaf thinks 
that the Iliad began with a short poem of 
supreme genius, which won its way to general 
favor by its own intrinsic merit. The most 
certain way in which a poet could gain ac- 
ceptauce for his own songs was by joming 
them to this great work. The business of 
the bard was to please his audience 
by giving them their old favorites, combined 
with something new, whether of his own or 
learnt from others.“ The poem was thus ex- 
panded by episodical accretions until the orig- 
inal tale became only the nucleus round 


which a vast amount of fresh matter had 
‘ 


grown up.

Favorite Flies and Their Histories. 

All votaries of Izaak Walton will be glad to 
know that a complete manual of favorite 
flies and their histories has just been issued 
from the press of Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
All book lovers and bibliomnaniacs will be glad 
to know that it is one of the most sumptuous 
volumes of the season. All women iaterest- 
ed in the progress of their sex will be glad to 
knov’ that it is the production of a woman. 
As such it deserves a prominent place in the 
World's Fair exhibit of books written by 
women. 

Favdxite Flies and Their Histories is the 
title of this handsome volume. It was writ- 
ten by Mary Orvis Mafbury of Manchester, 
Vit., and is dedicated to her father, C. F. Or- 
vis, who is an expert authority wn fly fishing, 
and aa such is well known to all followers of 
the gentle craft. The book is printed upon 
large paper and is sumptuously bound. It 
contains thirty-two artistically-colored plates 
of 291 varieties of flies, 


it contains hun- 
written to herself 
or to her father, setting forth what particular 
flies are best adapted to various localities in 
this country and in Kurope. The book, there- 
fore, is an invaluable manual for angiers vis- 
iting new waters in quest of sport. These let- 
ters give the testimony of 206 fishermen as to 
facts relative to the origin of flies, the size 
and shape of hooks, and theories as to snells, 
as well as to the best kind of flies for different 
days and localities. 

The book, however, is not a mere catalogue 
of flies. The author has enlivened it by a 
graceful disquisition on flies and the methods 
of making them, in which, as an assistant to 
her father, she is an expert, also by valuable 
entomological information and abundant an- 
ecdotes, descriptions of scenery, and personal 
reminiscences. Her enthusiasm in the pur- 
suit of the aubject is indicated by her remark 
that she is anxious to submit some duy to 
the angling fraternity a series of imitations 
peculiarly my own—that is, imitations of in- 
sects native to this country and not merely 
copies of the efforts of the flymakers of Eu- 
rope. Mrs. Marbury’s work is one which 
must have required most painstaking re- 
search, but no one will question that she has 
done it well. It was a novel field for a woman. 
and in this respect the book is unique asa 
sample of woman’s work. Itis the first of the 
kind ever prepared by a woman, and one of 
which women may be proud. The publishers 
have done their part in royal style, and with 
the result of producing one of the most ele- 
gant books that has ever come from the Amer- 
ican press.

Mr. P. O.. Ford’s “compilation of the 
‘*Wrisings of Chustopher Columbus,“ which 
is dedicated to Mr. E. W. Blatchford of this 
city, contains nothing that has not already 
appeared in English, It is a convenience, 
however, to find in one volume all that re- 
mains of the great explorer’s letters and dis- 
patches relative to the discovery and occwpa- 
tion of America, together with the most im- 


portant legal and official documents refer- 


ring to the same subject. In a well-con- 
sidered introduction Mr. Ford calls at- 
tention to the evidence furnished by cartogra- 
phy that various parts of the continent and 
islands of America had been soen by mariners 
a century before the landfall of Columbus. It 
is argued that the mapmaker of those days, 
whose living was derived from the sale of his 
charts to navigators, had special inducements 
to obtain the latest facts of geographical dis- 
covery. “‘He would not idly enter lands to 
obstruct routes, nor would he omit from bis 
chart any reported on good evidence, lest 
he should cast ships away on them. Of 
his superior information on this subject 
to his contemporaries it is enough to 
cite that he accurately 

Canaries, Madeira, an 

respectively ninety-six, fifty-one, and ninety- 
eight years before those islands were discov- 
ered by the Portuguese. Mr. Ford con- 
tinues: The persistence with which lands 
uuknown to the Jearned of Europe were en- 
tered on. the maps of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries is really remarkable. In the 
few maps that have been preserved to us no 
less than twenty-seven, made between 1351 and 
1492 by different geographers working in dif- 
ferent cities of Europe, locate islands or 
masses of land in the Western At- 
lantic of which no mention 6 to 
be found in the writings of the same time. 
Varyin in size and spelling, Green- 
land, Brazil, Antilia, St. Brandan, Roillo, 
Satanaxio, Sete Zitade, Saliroza, and others 
are given. Sometimes only one is included; 
sometimes several. Of the sailors’ faith in 
the truth of these maps it is enough to men- 
tion that the chart by which Columbus sailed 
in his first voyage included sume of these 
islands; and that he believed them well-estab- 
lished facts is shown by his narrative of this 
voyage in which he several times speaks of 
them.“ The just and impartial view of 
Columbus and his achievements, which is 
presented by Mr. Ford in this introduction, 
will commend itself, we think, to every un-

“Spurgeon Our Ally” is a volume by Jus- 
tin D. Fulton, D. D., author of The Fight 
with Rome, Why Priests Should Wed,“ 
„Washington in * of Rome, and many 
other works. Dr. Fulton in this volume gives 
an outline of Mr. C. H. Spurgeon’s biography 
and dwells ou his active opposition to Roman- 
ism, in which warfare the author claims him 
as a vigdtous and effective ally. Of the six- 
teen chapters in the book two are devoted to 
‘* Spurgeon on the Communion Question Far 
Astray and The Victory Over Open Com- 
munion in America.“ Dr. Fulton ie a 
zealous advocate of restricted communion— 
that is, of the restriction of commiunion at 
the Lord’s table to persons who have been 
baptized by immersion. When in England he 
refused to commune with Mr. Spurgeon’s 
church because, while its pastor did not admit 
persons vot baptized by immersion to his. 
particular church, he did invite Christians of 
other denominations to its communion. 
regards baptism by immersion as 
the only door to the Church of 
Christ and unchurches all Christian 
bodies that do not restrict their membership 
and communion to immersed persons. In 
other words, he holds that the “strict com- 
munion Baptist churches constitute the only 
true Church of Christ on the earth. His con- 
clusion on this subject is based upon the as- 
sumption that immersion is the only true bap- 
tism, and the inference that baptism is aa 
essential prerequisite to membership and fel- 
lowship in the church. Of course ail open 
communionists”’ are familiar with the argu- 
ments on this question. 

Mixed Pickles,” by Evelyn Raymond, 
professes to be a story for the young.”

The total membership at Yale University 
this year will be about 1,900. Last year it was 
1,784. The percentage of gain is a little under 
that for each year since 1886, when President 
Dwight’s administration began. The corps of in- 
structors necessarily has grown with the number 
of students, and thé number on the faculty list 
this year is over 150. The increase in the —- 4 
freshman class has necessitated its separation 
into ten divisions, instead of six as heretofore. 
Three sets of instructors have been assigned to 
the. class, so that practically there are three 
classes of freshmen. The law school, which opened 
Thursday, also boasts of a large — — 
The new building at the Scientific School will not 
be ready until the winter term. Thereis need of 
a new chemical laboratory for the school, Presi- 
dent Dwight announces, and funds for its cön 
struction will be solicited soon. Prof. Stoeckel, 
the head of the Yale musical department, has 
announced a broadening of the usefyjness of that 
department. 
courses has been restricted to members of the 
university, but now any applicants with the re- 
quired preparation may enroll themselves in the 
classes. Prof. G. Sumner, who is trying to 
recover his health in Europe, has secured an ex- 
tension of his leave of a ce. It is hoped that 
he may be able to resume his classes next Janu- 
ary. Meantime Prof. Hadley and Instructor 
John C. Schwab will share the burden. 


An electrical laboratory that shall have no 
equal in the college world is what Lehigh Uni- 
versity proposes to build. The plans have been 
made and the ground broken, The new labora- 
tory will be 240 feet long by 60 feet wide and will 
be four stories high, with a basement. The first 
floor will consist of a large electrical laboratory 
in the west end and mechanical laboratory in 
the east end. Between these two rooms will be rec- 
itation rooms and a library containing books of

The second floor will contain a reception room 
and waiting room; also an examination hall 70 by 
45 feet, two supply rooms, a private laboratory, 
an iustruetor's study, two rooms for special appa- 
ratus, anda large lecture room 40 by 45 feet. On 
the third floor there will be a heat lavoratory 45 
by 45 feet, recitation rooms, and supply rooms, a 
fine light laboratory 27 by 45 feet, and twelve dark 
rooms for photographic and 1 ＋ work. 
In the central part of the building there will be a 
tower 130 feet high, which will be used for mete- 
orological observauons. It is expected to have 
the new building under roof by Jan. 1 and com- 
pleted by Sept. 1 pext. The cost of the building 
will be over $200,000. The walls are to be of gray- 
stone and lined with brick.

iT SURVIVES THE WRECK OF AGES. 


House Still Standing in Which Columbus 
Died—Cows Occupy It. 
A correspondent of the Newcastle (Eng.) 
Weekly Chronicle speaks thus of the house 
where Colum bus died: 


Perhaps few know that the house where Colum- 
bus died is still standing at Valladolid. The fact 
of its still standing is not due to any special steps 
taken for its preservation, but rather to the solid- 
ity of the foundation and general construction. 
It looks as if it had never been touched since the 
day it was finished. But it has stood long enough 
to see a street formed, and has given a name to 
the street, and even now it is not the worst house 
in the neighborhood. The house is of considera- 
ble size and was no doubt constructed originally 
for some person of rank. The basement is of stone 
and the upper story of brick, covered with stucco, 
or as much stucco as has survived the 
ravages of time. The outer walls are 
massive, and their interior is no doubt 
composed of a kind of concrete or mix- 
ture of mortar, pebbles, and fragments of broken 
stone. The entrance is by a large Norman arch- 
way of stone, the entrance hall is spacious and 
pitched with small pebbles, and the great stair- 
case isso broad and gentle of incline that one 
might almost drive up it with a carriage.

BRITISH TRAINED NURSES TO BE 


Mrs, Bedford-Fennick in the City Arrang- 
ing the Detaile—She Thinks American 
Nurses Are Better Paid and More Com- 
fortable, but Those in England Have 


Greater Experience—Chicago Women a 


Revelation to Her—What Is Being Done 
Through IIIinols by the Women. 

Mrs. Bedford-Fennick, who is in Chicago 
in the interest of the Royal British Nurses’ 
Society, is en Englishwoman of prepossessing 
appearance, with dark hair and eyes and a 
brilliant complexion. 

“The Princess Christian is the head of our 
association in Efigiand, and not only presides 
at the meetings but is actively interested in 
all its workings, said she to a reporter for 


Tus Tripune yesterday. “She is most an- 


ious the society shall be well represented in 
this great city during your Exposition, and I 
have come over to arrange for all the details 
and to see if we cannot get suggestions and 
help from your hospitals and training 
schools,”’ 

When asked how these institutions com- 


,pared with those in England, Mrs. Fennick 


aid; 

“As far as the training schools are con- 
cerned, they are larger, better kept, and much 
more comfortable than ours. And the nurses 
themselves are better fed and better off than 
ours, und, when they receive their diplomas, 
they can command wages twice as great as 
any English: nurse. But I do not think 
they have the experience that ours do. 
Your course of training is two years, 
while ours is three, and even after that some 
hospital experience is required. The English 
training is longer, more severe, and therefore, 
I think, more thorough than in America, The 
Euglish hospitals, too, seem to me more thor- 
ough homes fur the sick poor than those in 
this country. However, I must not state my 
views too strongly on this last subject as pos- 
sibly I have not as yet seen enough of them.“ 

Mrs. Fennick said she had been about a 
great deal during her two days in Chicago 
and expressed the most lively astonishment at 
the amount of work accomplished by the 
women here. 

“They are wonderful; they keep house, 
shop, attend meetings, 70 to receptions, din- 
ners, and functions of all sorts and yet look 
as fresh as if they had not a care on earth.“ 

In regard to thes arrangements for the Brit- 
ish Nurses’ exhibit for the Fair Mrs. Fennick 
said they would try and be satisfied with the 
awount of space allotted in the Women's 
Building.

ings are all right, and, further, to exercise pre- 
cautionary measures before accepting them on 
behalf of the National Government, .

WILDCAT CURRENCY QUESTION. 


The Attitude of the Two Great Parties as 


Stated by Their Candidates for President. 


The Cleveland party platform, adopted at Chicago last June, declared ia favor of the 


repeal of the law imposing a tax of 10 per cent upon bank notes issued and circulated as money 
This tax prevents, practically, the issue of such notes, and leaves the people 
with a currency not subject to fluctuations in value, and on which there is no danger of joss 
because of the failure of any banking institution. A national bank may fail, but its notes are 
secured by deposits of United States bonds held by the Treasury r cmt the protec- 
tion of the people, so that the hoider of the note of a defunct national ban ttl not lose a cent 
When a private bank fails the holders. of its notes are like any other creditors, 
and must take what they can get, if they get anything at all. 


The utterances of the two leaders in their letters of acceptance are given below. It will

The Gideonites are preparing to marshal

pectations. Gideonite bands in Chicago are 
mostly among the employés of the factories 
and — 1 ited establishments. Meetings 
Are held from house to house. On the North 
Side we have a membership. of 1,860; on the 
South Side, 1,240; and on the West Side, 1,480, 

The society has several bands in ‘this 
State. In Rockford there are 200; in Gales- 
burg, 360; in Galena, 180; in Elgin, 300. Sev- 
eral other cities have from 100 to 400. The 
Gideonites are stronger in Alabama than in 
any other State of the Union. Nebraska 
ranks second. In Alabama the Gideonites are 
working with the Republican party and in 
Nebraska with the People’s party.

SOME GOOD OLD STYLES THAT ARE 


ALWAYS POPULAR, 


The Fashions Set by Boulé, Sheraton, and 


Chippendale Cannot Be Improved Upon 
—Even Their Chairs and Cabinets Are 
Only Slight Developments of the Prim- 
itive Cupboard Which the First Carpen- 
ter Evolved—English Upholsterers Not 
to Be Compared with French. | 

From the moment that the savage ceases to 
squat cross-legged on the turf, to sleep on the 
bate ground, to put his weapons or his spare 
victuals in anything but a hollow tree, or to 
eat them on anything but a flat stone, he has 
wanted and he has made chairs, cupboards, 
and tables. This want is one of the first steps 
in civilization, and the history of furniture is 
in truth one chief branch of the history of the 
progress of man from savagedom to social 
culture. 

He takes a long step early. The chairs 
made by the Egyptian upholsterer 2,000 years 
before the birth ot Christ, and depicted on a 
wall-painting at Thebes, would pass today as 
substantial dining-room chairs in the shops. 
We can decorate, and sometimes we overdec-

otate, but nearly 4,009 years of civilization has 
left almost unchanged the essential forms of 
the tables we eat at and the chairs we sit

Chippendale turned out in the palmy days of 
upholstery are, after all, only slight develop- 
ments of the primitive cupboard which the 
first carpenter evolved from six boards. 
Modern upholstery. derived from medieval 
furniture art, culminated in the fifteenth eent- 
uty at the contact of Gothic with classical 
westhetic culture, which, for want of a better 
mame, we call the Renaissance period. The 
Italiana were, of course, the first good * 
holsterers in Europe, as they were the first in 
almost all the sister arts of decoration, but 
the empire soon 2323 from Italy to France, 
where wealth and social energy caused 1

niticent period of the art. Never before or 
since have such splendid and such costly 
armoires, cabinets, and commodes been made 
as in the period of the King whose dominance

Ihe personality of Lewis is impressed on 
the works made in his reign, and the very 
curls of the famous full-bottomed wig of the 
Grand Monarque seem reproduced in the dec.

the most goryeous of all surface decorations, 
which has since been associated with his name 
(not infrequently misspeit Buhl). Soule 
work consists of a veneer of tortoise shell 
into which brass is inlaid into patterns of ani- 
mals, wreaths of flowers, draperies, and often 
of beautifully executed outlines of satyrs and 
cupids, and more lovely figures of contempo- 
rary men and women, all exquisitely chased 
and engraved; these, again, are surrounded, 
enriched, and enframed with scroil work of 
metal richiy gilt. Those who care te bring 
artto a money standard will be stirred to 
know that over $60,000 was given for two 
Boule cabinets at a recent sale. 

It is a melancholy fact that morality and 
good art are not always ass«ciated, the 
period of eight years, known as the Regency, 
which followed the death of the Fourteenth 
Lewis, while the young King was still in his 
minority, is generally considered the culmin- 
ating point of French chamber-art. The ex- 
uberance that had prevailed under the great 
King was somewhat chastened, while its mag-

nificence was not lessened. Under the Fif- 
teénth Louis morals grew looser, manners 
more refined, and the form of furniture, too, 
underwent a reform towards refinement.

It was not till the Revolu- 
tion that immorality went quite out of 
repute. and unfortunately the manners 
vf fine gentlemen and ladies followed 
in its disappearing wake, while the chairs, 
cabinets, clocks, and commodes were con- 
structed after a fashion that has become a by- 


word for hideousness. The moral thus drawn 


might be fairly extended backwards and for- 
wards. It is enough to say that Eugland 
should be able to congratulate itself upon the 
fact 2 during nearly the whole of the pres- 
ent Victorian reign the taste in furniture has 
been deplorably bad, and thus affords one of 
the soundest proofs available of the excel- 
lence of its Victorian morality.

THE PARADISE OF WIFE-BEATERS. 


Is Not a Cheerful Place 
to Visit. 

Apropos of the recent strained relations be- 
tween England and Morocco, the following 
account of the experience of an English med- 
ical missionary is interesting. She says: It 
is not an easy matter for any foreigner to find 
out what is really going on in a Moorish 
home, and it is a sorrowful scene on which to 
raise the curtain. The upper-class women 
live entirely secluded iives, shut up in their 
houses, often not allowed to go even on the 
roof. They are beaten and neglected. Yet

knowledge of what goes on behind the closed 
doors in these windowless houses; nor dare 
any hand force these, doors open and set the 
prisoners free. 

„The stick is in constant use, often for very 
small offenses. The follow scene fre- 
quently occurs when I am sent for medically: 
A slave comes to fetch me, saying her mis- 
tress is ill. When I enter the room 1 find the 
patient reclining among the cushions, looking 
ill and unhappy. What are you suffering 
from? Ilask. ‘A pain in the back,’ she re- 
plies. ‘ Let me see the back,’ is my next re- 
mark. This is at first vigorously objected to 
but as I decline to give any medicine until i 
have seen what is wrong she at length allows 
me to examine her poor bruised back and 
arms, biack and blue and often bleeding from 
her husband’s ill-treatment. 

Each man may legally marry-four wives, 
and generally brings them to live in the same 

use. Divorce is terribly commoa, but can 
only be obtained by the man. The paper of 
divorcement costs but 24¢d. Ihave known a 
man to divorce a woman because his dinrer 
was not to his liking. If a wife has no chi- 
dren she is almost certain to be divorced, an 
it is likely that she will be if she has only 
girls. The richer women, even when they are 
kindly treated by their husbands, live inex- 
pressibly sad lives. Never allowed to go out, 
they are weak in health; being entirely uned- 
ucated, they are without occupation. | 
Slaves do all the household work, and the 
ladies pass their dreary, monotonous lives in 
gossiping, quarreling, and  tea-drinking. 
* What do you do all day?’ I once asked some 
of the highest Moorish ladies. ‘ We sit here,’ 
was the reply, and truly that seemed all they 
had to do. Bresty do they look in their gayly 
colored silk or satin Eastern dress, with full 
Turkish trousers, waistcoat embroidered in 
gold and silver, broad belt, and long tunic. 
The latter is often of striped silk and is al- 
ways cove by another of lace ornet. A 
bright silk handkerchief adorns the head, and 
a profusion of heavy jewelry completes the 
costume. But underneath the gold and glitter 
beat some of the saddest: hearts in this sor- 
rowful world.“

and less fortunate than herself. When she 
becomes so incrusted with the opinions and 
feelings of a shrewd, far-sighted financier 
that a little child does not appeal to her heart 
most warmly, the strong-mmded woman has 
reason to doubt the value of any business or 
professional success that she may have gained, 
says Helen Marshall Northin Harper’s Bazar. 
Circumstances may compel her to enter the 
ranks of breadwinners in competition with 
men, but no necessity 1s laid upon her to be- 
come masculine. Sha may be a perfect 
woman, a lady, if you please, in any busy 
workroom or crowded store.

Ler gentle heart. In many other homes sick- 
ness has laid low the breadwinner, and the 
bride of a few years ago, with little ones to 
care for and pressing household duties, has 
an invalid to grieve over and financial bur- 
dens to bear. The simgie woman who has 
health may calm her discontent by thanking 
God for her health and exemption from any 
such distressing troubles.

How She Regards the World and Her Own. 


WHO WANTS TO WRITE 


G00D ADVICE 70 WOMEN WHO 
WOULD BE JOURNALISTS. 


Do Not Presume Upon Sex and Expect to 
ne Exempt from Hard Work or Late 
Hours on That Account—Chivairy and 
Courtesy Do Not Demand That Woman 
Should Be Judged More Leniently 
than a Man—Plenty of Room for Those 
Who Have Sense and Discretion. 

The first thing I would like to impress 
upon young women who aspire to be journal- 
ists is that they must not presume upon. sex 
and imagine that because they are women 
therefore they have a right to a situation or an 
engagement whenever they choose to apply for 
it, says W. T. Stead in the Independent. To 
be a woman confers many privileges and in- 
flicts many disabilities; but if you were a hun- 
dred times a woman that would give you no 
right to a niche in the journalistic profession. 
One-half of the thousand millions 
human beings in the world are of your sex; 


and any claim, therefore, that yop can set for- 


ward on the basis of your sex applies equally 
to five hundred million other human beings. 
If you want to be a journalist you must suc- 
ceed as a journalist, not as awcman or as a 
man. All that you need expect, and all that 
you should ask for, is a fair field and no fa- 
vor, to prove that you can do the work you 
ask should be allotted to you. You have a 
right to ask that your sex should not be re- 
garded as a disqualification; but it is mon- 
strous to erect that accident of your person- 
ality into a right to have opportunities denied 
to your brother. 

If women are to get on in journalism, or in 
anything else, they must trample under foot 
that most dishonoring conception of their 
work as mere woman’s work. You must not 
think that because you are a woman chivalry 
and courtesy demand that your work should 
be judged more lenientiy than if you were 
only a man. A woman who comes into jour- 
nalism and expects to be excused anything be- 
cause of her sex, lowers, by the extent of that 
excuse, the reputation and worth of women in 
journalism, An editor is like a builder. He 
has to build his house day by day with such 
bricks as he can order or procure. If 
women supply: him with only half-bricks 
instead of ‘whole bricks he will either only 
pay them half-wages or refuse toemploy thein 
at all, He cannot out of cnivalry or courtesy, 
or any other fine sentiments, build his house 
if he has to use half-bricks instead of whole 
bricks merely because the half-brick maker 
wears petticoats, The nether integuments of 
the brickmeaker are nothing to him. He 
wants bricks, good bricks, whole bricks, and 
he would be more likely to throw a brick at 
your head than ‘accept a half-brick merely be- 
cause a woman made it. ee 

Next after the false kindness and undue 
consideration on the part of some, editors 
which, after all, at the beginning, may be ex- 
cused for the sake of encouraging the timid to 
do their best, the chief foe that women have 
to contend with in journalism is their own 
con ventionality, and the fantastic notion that 
a lady cannot be expected to do this, that, or the 
other disagreeable bit of work. That such and 
such a duty is not the thing to ask from a 
lady, that alady must not be scolded when 
she does wrong, or that a lady ought not 
to stay up late or go about late—all 
that is fiddlesticks and nonsense, as our 
good old nurses used to say. Ladies with 
such 2 had better stay at home in their 
drawing- rooms and boudoirs. The great. 
rough, real, workaday world is no place for 
them. Many years ago I heard an editor say. 
when asked to place women upon his staff: 
“A woman! never! Why, you can’t use ex- 
pletives toa woman!“ and that settled it in 
his opinion. And although his mode of speech 
was rude it embodied a great truth. Until it 
is a recognized thing that the women ona 
staff may be admonished as freely as their 
male comrades the latter will have an unfair 
advantage in the profession. Prompt, vigor- 
ous admonition is what women need more 
than anything, and women need it more than 
anything else, because, while all human be- 
ings need it, men get it and women often do 
not. 

Of course, women can do as they please. 
Only if they please to do what does not fit in 
with the general working of a newspaper office 
the editor will be pleased to dispense with 
their services. It is not ladylike, you say, to 
go to report a police court case; it is not 
proper to be’ out on the streets at midnight, 
and so forth. Weliand good. If so no wom- 
en need apply for journalistic work on even 
terms with men. They may do odds and ends 
of work, they may have the fringes and leav- 
ings of men, and be paid accordingly. But if 
a girl means to be a journalist, she ought to 
be a journalist out and out, and not try to be 
a journalist up to 9 o’clock and Miss Nancy 
after 9. 

The old fogies of both sexes will say that it 
is impossible to preserve wornanliness and to 
attend the police court or the Oid Bailey, and 
that no lady who has proper self-respect would 
work in an office witn men till 2 or 3 o’clock 
in the morning. I do not think that I ever 
sent a woman profesrionally either to the po- 
lice court or to the Old Bailey: but if I were 
organizing a newspaper staff I would prefer 
not to engage any member who would refuse 
to go either to the police court or the Old 
Bailey. And as for the being out late at night 
being unladylike that is a fiction. A girl who 
has proper self-respect can go about her busi- 
ness at all hours in English-speaking coun- 
tries without serious risk either of safety or 
of reputation. 

To young women, as to young men, I would 
say, remember journalism is not a Tom Tid- 
dler's ground, where every stray passer-by 
can pick up silver and gold. To judge from 
Dmauy applications which I receive many ladies 
imagine that, whenever they want money, the 
most obvious resource is to rushoffto the 
nearest editor to ask him to pay for articles 
which are ntterly worthless, if you go into 
journalism in order to makea living do not 
object to begin at the beginning and to learn 
the business before expecting that it will keep 
you. And whatever eise you do or don’t do, 
get to write a neat, legibie hand, or, if that is 
beyond your reach, make yourself proficient 
on the typewriter. Remember that if your 
copy is difficult to be read it simply won’t get 
— at all, but will go into the wastepaper 

as ket. 


„The art of getting your contributions ac- 


cepted is the art of discovering when the ed- 
itor is wanting just the kind of article you can 
give him. if you ask, How can you find this 
out? I can only answer that every day’s paper 
shows you what the evening before the editor 
thought his readers wanted. Put yourself in 
his place, and, as you read your paper on 
Monday, try to think, if you were editor, what 
ou would want to insert on Tuesday and 

ednesday. Then, if you can supply that 
same, do so. If nat, do not try his patience 
and make him loathe your handwriting by 
sending him A Disquisition on the Virtues 
of Friendship“ in the midst of a ministerial 
crisis, Or an essay on the next eclipse, when 
he is in the throes of a general election. 

Finally, let me conclude this little homily 
by reminding all young women who are going 
to be in journalism that they have the honor 
of their sex and the reputation of one-half the 
human race more in their keeping than any 
other women of equal numbers. For the 
newspaper is the educator of the public, and 
the people who write in newspapers have the 
best opportunities of creating public opinion. 
You who are un the newspapers are on your 
trial. Not merely does the public judge your 
work as work, and not as* mere woman’s 
work, but your colleagues of the 
other sex watch you with an attention 
that is always critical and sometimes 
not sympathetic. For the sake.of all we hold 
dear, don’t make fools of yourselves, ana 
don't give the enemy occasion to blaspheme 
by pointing to your work or your behavior as 
conclusive reasons why they will never again, 
if they can help it, have a womag on their 
staff. If, on the other hand, you can hold 
your own level with any man, and besides can 
add —as you will do, if you are really womanly 
women-—-to the pleasantness and interest and 
general efficiency of the staff, you ma 
rely upon it that you will stand in Bos 
greater danger of being spoiled by overkind- 
nese than of being treated with surly or grudg- 
ing respect.
